Menlo Park Baseball Fans Can See 
The Town Team Bat in Its Own Loop 


A week ago Sunday, a Menlo Park organization car- 
ried the fame of the community 186 miles north on the 
coast to Gualala. Last Sunday, the same organization 
carrlied the name of Menlo Park some 75 miles south, to 
Hollister. 

The organization doing this unofficial publicizing for 
the town was the Menlo Park Recs, a semi-professional 
baseball team. It won its games at the towns mentioned 
above, and during the same weeks it lost a couple closer 
to home. 


The team is a pretty good delegation to send 

abroad. It’s made up of young men of the area who 

1 have an interest in athletics, who are intelligent (most 

are currently college students), and who can be 

counted on to impress their opponents and such audi- 
ences as they happen to draw, wherever they play. 

The team currently doesn’t have a sponsor. 

Sure, community promoters might not see any sense in 
spending money to support such a team; it may be a long 
time before any residents of Gualala or Hollister start 
spending money in Menlo Park. And anyhow, most after- 
dinner conversations at Menlo Park tables seems to concern 
the Giants more than the fortunes of the home: town team. 

This is too bad; it’s frustrating to amateur athletes and 
athletics, we've always felt, should be primarily for those 
who play for-the fun of the game. 

It’s an indication, too, that a certain amount of artifi- 
ciality is creeping into the community's outlook; Are we 
getting so blase that we can’t get interested in anything 
we don’t pay money to see? Does the ball-player have to 
have a five-figure income in order to be considered worth 
watching? 

There are communities — Hollister and Gualala are a 

- eouple of them — where the citizens don't get. to see-the 
professionals play, save after long and weary rides. The 
residents of these non-metropolitan districts have come to 
the realization that they can see a passable variety of ball in 
their own home towns. 

Menlo Park residents can continue to see a passable 
variety of semi-pro ball in their home town, too. But it'll 
take more support than the present Menlo Park Recs are 
getting to put the thing over.

East Palo Alto Residents 
Must Face Their Own Problems 


Last week, a group of concerned East Palo Alto citi- 
zens visited the Menlo Park city council meeting, to get 
some advice and comfort as to where the unincorporated 
community south of Willow road and cast of Bayshore 
highway should go from here. 

They were told by councilmen that they could. still 
incorporate a-city; they were also told that, if residents of 
the unincorporated area want to become residents of 
Menlo Park, theyll have to initiate the move to join the 
city themselves. 

The East Palo Alto representatives said they felt 
that if their arca were to become a new municipality, 
it might be able to provide only “minimal services 
The representatives werent sure that that is what they 


wanted, 


On the other hand, that’s about all that Kast Palo 
Alto has had, at the hands of the county, during the 
past several years. 

Although the county has been collecting a goodly 
sum each year in highway users’ tax funds on the basis of 
the population of East Palo Alto, it has spent precious 
little on streets in that area; although East Palo Altans pay 
as well as their ability allows them, police protection is 
pretty minimal. 

There are those who will point out that Menlo Park's 
recent annexations of industrial areas near East Palo Alto 
have “thwarted” the possibility of a balanced tax base for 
the unincorporated community. No longer is there a possi- 
bility, it’s contended, for a large industrial development 
which would share up the tax base of the densely-popu- 
lated residential community. 

We don't think the city of Menlo Park can legitimately 
be blamed for accepting jurisdiction over these industrial 
lands; after all, the property owners wanted it that way. 

And making use of hindsight, which is always 
much easier to do than to use foresight. it can be 
seen that the same reactionary elements who have 
through the years frustrated every effort aimed at com- 
munity organization are the ones who have made the 
most money, through potential tax savings, by keeping 


the community unincorporated 


If East Palo Alto is to become a residential community, 
its residents will have to carry the ball. 

Real estate developers concerned with getting a top 
return off every inch of their land and keeping taxes as 
low as possible can’t be expected to help

Editor, the Recorder: 

On July 16th you published a column 
by Floyd F, McCue attacking the Sequoia 
Union High School District’s fiscal policies. 
Having worked with both the Sequoia Citi- 
zens Committee and the Ravenswood Ctiy 
School District Citizens Committee for 
several years I saw many inaccuracies 
and misstatements in that article. These 
inaccuracies would be obvious to any one 
who would have taken the trouble to at- 
tend the regularly scheduled Board of 
Trustees meetings of the Sequoia District 
or secured information from an official 
source. Because the editorial may have 
misled or misinformed the public, I would 
like to correct the record. 

Mr. McCue was correct when he gave 
the Board of Trustees credit for being 
honest in their policy statement. However, 
he made no effort to find out WHY they 
adopted the policy which he quotes—that 
of continuing the present tax rate and thus 
obtaining additional funds on the basis of 
reassessment of south county property. 

Mr. McCue asked the question, “‘Re- 
serves for what?’ When the present $1.50 
permissive tax was approved by the elec- 
torate for five years in 1956, the School 
Board knew, and so informed the public, 
that this rate would not produce enough 
income to operate the District in 1959-60 
and 1960-61. The Board chose to set aside 
reserves from tax monies collected in the 
first three years of the five-year permissive 
tax span and use this money to finance 
the deficit in the last two years that the 
permissive tax was in effect. This was 
done instead of asking the voters to ap- 
prove a higher tax rate to meet the needs 
in 1960 and 1961. 

While finances are very important, we 
must not forget that the only purpose for 
a school district’s existence is the educa- 
tion of the community's youth. I believe a 
School Board is obligated to provide the 
best education which the community can 
afford. I know that the Sequoia District 
has been studying and is continuing to 
study a number of ways to improve the 
education of our children. For example, 
the Board has long known that our coun- 
selors have been overburdened with too 
high a pupil load to accomplish an ade- 
quate job in terms of nationally recognized 
standards. It should take more than the 
average 15 minutes per student per year 
now available to guide students into a pro- 
gram which will in effect determine their 
future life’s work. 

lt is also hoped that in line with the 
recently published report by Dr. James B. 
Conant that the size of the District’s Eng- 
lish classes could be reduced. A similar 
reduction in teacher load should occur 
in other academic subjects where a great 
deal of paper work correction 1s required. 
Such a program would permit more indi- 
vidual ‘instruction but would cost more 

money for salaries of additional teachers 
and additional classrooms. There are other 
educational improvements being consid- 
ered which could be mentioned; however, 
the above two examples illustrate the 
point. The “extra” money available would 
certainly permit the Board to investigate 
some of these plans and see what actual 
merits they have. Research is necessary 
in education as in industry and business. 

Mr. McCue’s version of the cost of the 
San Carlos High School site has certainly 
been exaggerated and represents poor 
factual reporting. This information is a 
matter of public record. The San Carlos 
High School site actually cost $341,951. 
This is just about in line with other prop- 
erty values and is only one-fifth the cost 
of a similarly sized site located in an al- 
ready built-up residential area which 
would require wholesale condemnation of 
homes and property. The base bid for site 
development was $324,750, making a total 
cost of $666,701. There may be an extra 
charge for blasting. The amount will be 
dependent upon the outcome of present 
litigation. The total cost could reasonably 
be estimated as $750,000 for site acquisi- 
tion and development rather than the mil- 
lion dollars Mr. McCue contends. He then 
goes on to estimate the total cost of the 
high school as being five or six million 
and thus “another Carlmont” (the original 
cost of Carlmont, exclusive of the cost of 
the site, was $3,830,261!). The first unit 
of the new San Carlos High School will be 
built for 1,000 students and the bid for 
construction was $50,000 under the archi- 
tect’s estimate. If the expansion to 2,000 
capacity is bid near estimate the total cost 
of the complete school will be as antici- 

pated in the 1958 bond issue, that is 
$3,852,684, (inclusive of site and site de

velopment)—far from the five or six mil- 
lion that Mr. McCue claims. 

Mr. McCue was also critical of the in- 
crease in administrative cost, although ad- 
mitting it compared favorably with that of 
other districts. Mr. McCue should know 
that the criterion for measuring adminis- 
trative expense is the percentage of the 
total budget devoted to this purpose. If 
this percentage is high, the business is 
inefficient; if it is low, business is operat- 
ing efficiently. The state average for ad- 
ministrative costs for school districts is 
4.1 per cent of the total budget. Adminis- 
traive cost in the Sequoia District is 3.7 
per cent. 

He also implies that the District Admin- 
istration Building is being expanded con- 
trary to the voters’ wishes. This is not 
true. The expansion, as well as the orig- 
inal administration unit, were authorized 
by the electorate as part of the permissive 
tax passed in 1956. We believe that the 
voters of this District agree that it would 
be ridiculous to operate a seven-million-a- 
year-business from under the superinten- 
dent’s hat. 

Having served on a_ school finance 
study and having recently finished service 
in the Ravenswood District as chairman 
of their recent bond and permissive tax 
campaign I have some idea of the issues 
involved and the immense amount of citi- 
zens’ and school administrators’ time that 
is necessary to acquaint the public proper- 
ly with the issues at stake in requesting 
funds fro mthe electorate. I feel certain 
that the Sequoia Board has good enough 
business judgment to use wisely any 
money they have sufficient foresight to 
collect in anticipation of needs.

PLEA FOR TREES 


Editor, the Recorder: 

Another of the fine oak trees in the 
parking area at the Southern Pacifie sta 
tion has now been killed, just as forecast 
in April, 1958, that it would be untess 
proper measures were taken to avoid it. 
This old oak has been killed by the tight, 
impervious asphalt paving put over. its 
wide-spread root system, and this cover 
has excluded the normal absorption of 
water. It has also prevented the breath- 
ing of the roots as nature requires. 

This oak is the third one that has been 
snuffed out in this same area since the 
paving was put in several years ago. There 
are but four oaks left. 

Following the public objections last year 
to this unnecessary sacrifice of Menlo 
Park’s natural beauty and charm, the civic 
authorities make a token, correction by 
surrounding the remaining trees with 
dinky two-foot wide gravelled grooves in 
the paving around their trunks. This 
small, inadequate area comprises but about 
16 per cent of the minimum area required 
if the trees are to live. There is no time 
to waste in correcting this half-hearted 
gesture. It was repeatedly pointed out in 
the previous letter last year, that the 
equivalent of a 14 to 15 foot diameter circle 
would be required around each tree, and 
that this could obviously be done by 
elongating or proportioning the opening to 
suit the traffic lanes in the parking area. 

A good example of what is needed may 
be seen by looking across the tracks from 
the station on Alma Street, where the big 
oaks there have been surrounded by suit- 
able curbed islands of open dirt. 


Assets of the kind represented by the 
old oaks in the S.P. station area should not 
be allowed to depend on arbitrary de- 
cisions made by uninformed personnel in 
Menlo’s corporation yard . Do all you com- 
muters want your station area to be as 
bleak as South San Francisco’s? It will be 
in three or four more years if steps are 
not taken now to save the remaining trees. 
The parking area here is leased by the 
S.P. Co. to the City of Menlo Park and the 
S.P. Ceo. says Menlo is now entirely re- 
sponsible for what happens to these trees. 

Rally ‘round, folks! Let’s prod the rascals 
into proper action, or replace them before 
our irreplaceable fine oaks are allowed to 
die from their abuse.
